Voting 
Slated 
_ Tuesday 


With more candidates run- 
ning in more races than usual 
and with a measure to make 
the office of county superin- 
tendent of schools appointive 
rather than elective, the school 
elections going to the voters 
next Tuesday have generated 
more interest than any similar 
races in years. 

In Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict, there’s a permissive tax 
rate measure to be voted upon. 

Perhaps the hottest race in 
the county involves seven cand- 
idates seeking two positions on 
the Sequoia Union High School 
board of trustees. 

The usually somnolent cam- 
paigns for posts on the County 
Board of Education became 
lively, with a ‘“ProRafferty 
Slate” entering the field 
against five incumbents. 

In the Ravenswood elemen- 
tary district, incumbents Wes- 
ley Pomeroy and Dr. Charlotte 
Roden are running unopposed 
for re-election. Edward T. Bra- 
dy withdrew his previously an- 
nounced candidacy too late ‘to 
have his name removed from 
the ballot, however. 

Incumbents on the San Ma- 
teo Junior College District 
board are running unopposed. 
SEQUOIA RACE 

The Sequoia District race has 
the largest number of candi- 
dates in the field, with incum- 
bents John Cost and Helen 
Kerwin opposed by a field of 
five. All are running independ- 
ently; most have reservations 
about the district’s recent re- 
alignment of attendance area 
boundaries beween Menlo-Ath- 
erton and Ravenswood High 
Schools. 

The challengers include 
three from Menlo Park: John 
M. Brockman, Harry H. Shatto 
and Leon E. Shiells. The other 
two are Leonard Herzstein -of 
Redwood City and Robert Mc- 
Bride of Woodside. 

An eighth candidate in the 
race, Mrs. Gladys Gillespie of 
Menlo Park, announced her 
withdrawal from the race Tues- 
day. She asked the voters to 
support McBride and Shatto in 
her stead.

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School Elections Are Important 


On Tuesday, voters will go to the polls to cast ballots 
in a series of school elections affecting education on a 
variety of levels. 

This is as it should be. Education, though it benefits 
by the wisdom and training of experts, can’t be left en- 
tirely to them. It can’t be operated by the “ivory tower” 
professionals for the simple reason that public education 
must be a reflection of the community and keeping with 
the thinking of the public. 

With this in mind, we urge you to go to the polls 
and vote next Tuesday, no matter what your persuasion. 

And following our usual practice, we herewith cast 
our ballot in public: 


All voters of San Mateo county are faced with a de- 
cision Tuesday on whether or not the post of superin- 
tendent of schools shall be made appointive. We recom- 
mend a “yes” vote. 

On the local level, it’s recognized that a school board 
can work best with a board-appointed superintendent — 
that is to say, one of the board’s own choosing. 

On the state level, things are worked the other way 
around: The board is appointed by the governor, and the 
superintendent is elected. 

Election of both the board and superintendent is about 
as good a way to ensure chaos as might well be imagined. 
Proud winners of election contests, happy with victory, 
aren't apt to be too prompt to recognize a trustee-manager 
relationship. 

We have been fortunate in San Mateo county in that a 
knocking-together of heads of the type which might be 
anticipated has not taken place. But in a field in which 
opinions and philosophies vary widely, such a conflict is 
inevitable sooner or later.

We urge the return of all five incumbent members of 
the San Mateo County Board of Education who are run- 
ning for re-election — Virginia J. King, Nora S. Evans, 
Thomas Needham, Florence Cadigan and Perry E. West. 

A “pro-Rafferty slate” is in the field against them, hav- 
ing set up what we believe is a straw man of accusations 
and charges of “progressive education philosophy.” 

As we see it, the present board hews pretty much to 
the line of traditional educational philosophy. It anticipated 
Rafferty in this regard. 

There are differences of terminology and there are 
state laws which make it impossible for even Rafferty him- 
self to go too far and too fast in his campaign to return to 
the “basics.” The county board has been cognizant of these 
limits, and has worked well toward making sure all the 
children of the county get a good grounding in funda- 


mentals. 

Once again, though, wed like to raise our voice in 
behalf of a reform of the system under which all resi- 
dents of the county elect representatives of districts from all 
parts of the county. 

As with the county board of supervisors, there's little 
chance that board members from the north county are 
intimately acquainted with problems of the south county. 
The voters here can’t be expected to know all about the 
north county representatives for whom they'll be asked to 
cast ballots.

Incumbent John A. Cost and Helen S. Kerwin deserve 
re-election to the Sequoia Union High School District board 
of trustees. 

Both took what amounts to a moderate position in the 
recent school attendance area revision controversy. And 
they drew fire from “stand-patters” and from those who 
believed they were too conservative in their approach to 
racial balance in schools. 

But judgment of the incumbents’ worth should not be 
based on one issue alone. You may agree or disagree with 
the decisions reached in this controversy, but this fact re- 
mains: Kerwin and Cost have been hard-working, indus- 
trious members of a board which conducts a multi-million 
dollar operation. 

The many years of experience they possess should not 
be discarded on the basis of one controversial decision.

Even if there were 10 candidates in the Ravenswood 
City School District trustee election, we would unhesitat- 
ingly advocate re-election of incumbents Wesley Pomeroy 
and Charlotte Roden.

In the Menlo Park Elementary School district election, 
we urge a return of incumbents William Platt and Dr. Glen 
Haydon.

For in- 
stance, his continued practice of voting against hiring 
teachers who haven't taken a course in college-level mathe- 
matics seems hardly realistic; in elementary schools, there 
are lots of things that can be taught without a training 
exercise.

New Cigaret Tax Promises Slight 
Tax Relief for Californians

A break for California tax- 
payers is looming up on the 
horizon, and if all goes well, is 
likely to become a reality in 
1964. 


A bill to change the method 
of collecting the cigarette tax 
so as to produce about $2 mil- 
lion more in state revenue an- 
nually, without raising the tax 
rate, has been introduced in 
the assembly. If passed, it will 
provide taxpayers a protective 
cushion to offset possible rais- 
es in other taxes. 

When the cigarette tax bill 
was first introduced during the 
1959 session, it provided that 
the tax should be collected on 
the “reporting method,” that 
is, on the basis of taxable sales 
reported by sellers. 

The measure passed the 
assembly in that form, but in 
the senate it was amended 
to provide for collection by 
pasting a pre-paid stamp or 
other approved mark to each 
single package. 

Realizing that this would im- 
pose additional costs on cigar- 
ette distributors, the amend- 
ment also provided for a re- 
bate to the distributors of two 
per cent of the tax, to reim- 
‘burse them for the cost of put- 
ting stamps on. The bill was 
passed in this form. 

The current bill would abol- 
ish the stamp method and sub 
stitute the reporting system. 
The two per cent rebate would 
be ended. According to state 
fiscal experts, the change 
would restore some $1.5 mil- 
lion in cigarette taxes annual- 
ly, now rebated to distributors, 
to the state treasury, and the 
state would save some $600,000 
per year besides in the cost of 
administering the cigarete tax

law. The $2 million plus thus 
produced could be used for 
schools, welfare, or other state 
purposes without added costs 
to taxpayers. 

Supporters of the bill 
point out that other import- 
ant state taxes — liquor, mo- 
tor fuel, and sales, for in- 
stance — are collected by the 
reporting method, and that 
the state has no difficulty in 
collecting revenue due it. As 
a matter of fact, liquor taxes, 
originally under the stamp 
system, have for years now 
been levied by the reporting 
system at lower cost and 
with excellent results. 

Attenion is also directed to 
the fact that the federal gov- 
ernment has long since dis- 
carded the stamp plan of tax- 
ing cigarettes “for the very 
reason that affixing revenue 
stamps to cigarettes costs too 
much money.” 

Large. cigarette distributors 
are generally in favor of the 
bill to make the change. The 
shift to the reporting system 
would greatly simplify their 
operations, they maintain. It 
would free labor, warehouse 
space, and transportation, now 
tied up in the stamping opera- 

tion, for other necessary pur- 
poses. It does not make sense 
to rebate two per cent of the 
tax needlessly, they declare, 
when the state treasury needs 
revenue so much. 

Opponents of the measure 
argue that the stamp system 
is needed to prevent ‘‘bootleg- 
ging” of untaxed cigarettes 
from states which do not tax 
them. They also cite the possi- 
bility that “racketeers” might 
invade the vending machine 
selling of cigarettes if each 
package is not marked as tax- 
paid. 

These possibilities are refut- 
ed by supporters of the bill, 
who point to the fine record of 
law enforcement in connection 
with the collection of liquor 
taxes. 

Even though the $2 million 
saving is not large, taxpayers 
in all parts of the state will be 
watching the outcome of legis- 
lative action on this significant 
bill with great interest.

A Visit to State Capital Reveals 
Democatic Legislative Process 


Not all local political busi- 
ness is done locally and most 
of what is done in local politi- 
eal organizations is carefully 
regulated by state and national 
laws. 


A journey to the state capi- 
tal, then, will acquaint one 
with phases of local govern- 
ment which one is not apt to 
encounter at such places as the 
school district office or at city 
hall. 

The writer recently made 
such a journey to Sacramento, 
to see the state legislature in 
action. 

It would be impossible to 
view it in al! its operations; 
however those operations 
which were viewed proved 
interesting and, if one ana- 
lyzes them, effective on the 
local level because the re- 
sulting laws govern the state 
as a whole. 

Visiting the capital is a re- 
assuring experience, also; it is 
democracy in action. It shows 
that the system does work in 
spite of what detractors may 
say. 

The legislative process is 
operated against a background 
of traditions and _ practices 
which have grown through the 
years. 

Some of these were explain- 
ed by State Senator Richard 
Dolwig . of Atherton, whose 
tenure in the legislature, as a 
senator and assemblyman, is a 
long one. 

The writer was the benefi- 
ciary of one of these happy 
traditions which, Senator Dol- 
wig says, help keep the job 
interesting. He was, according 


to the “Senate Daily Journal,” 
“extended the privilege of the 
Senate floor 

Guests visiting senators 


are apt to be so introduced, 
the local representative says, 
as the result of a custom ex- 
tending back scores of years. 

In the old dags, Dolwig ob- 
serves, there really wasn’t 
much business transacted, com- 
pared with the volume done 
today. So it was perfectly all 
right for each senator to in- 
vite his guests in to watch the 
legislature in action. 

Lobbyists used to be extend- 
ed the privilege of the floor 
too. 

“At one time, they used to be 


allowed to sit in chairs very 
close to those of the senators, 
with only a railing separating 
their seats from those of the 
legislators,” Dolwig explained. 

“They weren’t allowed to 
talk, but there were probably 
quite a few coat-tails pulled 
when they heard a senator vote 
against whatever they might 
have been lobbying for.” 

The lobbyists, Dolwig 
went on, later were allowed 
to enter the senate but could 

only use chairs at the back 
of the chamber, out of arm’s 
reach of the senators. 

Since then, they’ve been 
banished to the balcony where 

they can watch legislation of 
interest to them. 

When the senate is in ses- 
sion, the senators must be 
availablé and must all vote on 
certain classes of legislation. 

A roll call on one measure 
before the senate disclosed that 
there wasn’t a quorum present, 
at one point during the writ- 
er’s visit. 

In a ceremony probably dat- 
ing from more hectic times, the 
master at arms ordered the 
doors of the chamber to be 
locked, while other masters at 
arms left to round up a requi- 
site number of senators so a 
legal action could be taken. 

Usually a quorum can be 
found within the capitol itself. 

But there are cases on rec- 
ord where masters at arms 
have ordered senators to 
leave ball games and get 
back to the chamber and on 
occasion the State Highway 
Patrol has been told to look 
for one of the members who 
was known to be on the read 
somewhere. 

Another tradition of the 
senate, almost, comes in hu- 
man form. 

He’s J. A. Beek, who this 
year is rounding out 50 years 
as its secretary. That means 
he’s beer: on the job since 1913, 

He was honored recently at 
a dinner party given by the 
senators, who can well respect 
his tenure and expertness in 
legislative affairs. 

As a matter of fact, tenure 
in the senate seems to be one 
of its traditions, too. 

Dolwig reports that the aver- 
age tenure of senators is 15 
years in the legislature.

Taxpayers can be expected 
to provide financial support 
only if presented with evi- 
dence that the academic 
achievement is in line with 
our costs. Additional emphasis 
should be given to objective 
measurement of student 
achievement; for example, 
through annual tests given to 
each year’s graduating class 
and through follow-ups on the 
performance of our graduates 
in high school and college. 

State law requires that a 
proposal for unification with 
neighboring school districts be 
submitted to the voters in the 
next year or so. Voters will 
then choose between such a 
proposal and the status quo. 

Under the law the Menlo 
Park school board is obligated 
to participate (although its 
role is severely limited) in the 
formation of the proposal to 
be submitted to the voters. As 
a school board member I would 
be particularly concerned with 
the effect of any unification 
proposal upon the quality of 
education now offered to the 
children of this district and up- 
on tax rates. 

Of the various proposals 
now under serious considera- 
tion, I could support none in 
preference to leaving the Men- 
lo Park district as now consti- 
tuted, since all these proposals 
in my judgment would have 
an adverse effect on quality of 
education, taxes, and local con- 
trol in our district.

The education of our chil- 
dren is one of the most import- 
ant responsibilities we as citi- 
zens of a community must as- 
sume.

Ibels of blue flowers catch- 
ing the early summer sun and 
brightening gardens from San 
Diego northward. Actually a 
bilb, agapanthus is treated 
here like a perennial and left 
int the ground for years until 
the clumps become too crowd- 
ed for good performance. 
When this happens the clumps 
simply are lifted, divided and 
réplanted. 

‘The agapanthus is easily 
spotted. From a clump of ever- 
green strap-like leaves, tall 
flower stems shoot up, bearing 
at the top a large rounded clus- 
ter of bright blue flowers. You 
find an occasional white-flow- 
ered variety but only rarely. 
These flowers, when faded, 
will drop off, leaving the 
framework on which they grew 
to dry and harden off — after 
which many gardeners make 
use of them in dried arrange 
ments. 

‘Lily of the Nile is a sun lov- 
er and while it will bloom in 
some shade satisfactorily, care 
should be taken to insure it 
half a day’s sun, at least, espec- 
ially in coastal gardens. Give it 
good drainage and any reason- 
ably fertile soil. Give it regu- 
lar water, too, during the 
growth and bloom periods. 

Kniphofias are hard to pro 
nounce but if you call them 
Red Hot Pokers, any nursery- 
man will know what you. are 
talking about. These colorful 
perennials have undergone 
considerable improvement dur- 
ing the past decade or two. 
New colors have been added 
and flower size has been de 
veloped to make them one of 
our most useful border plants. 
Red Hot Pokers are available 
today in cooler shades of cream 
and yellow, with combinations 
of these as well as the tradi- 
tional “red hot” orange. 

Gardeners should try them 
in the rear of a sunny border 
in combination with other tall- 
growing perennials such as del- 
phinium and with a foreground 
of lower-growing agapanthus. 
The contrast of blue with the 
Poker’s variety of shades can 
be an eye-catching sight 

Kniphoifas can be left in the 
same spot for years, their 
grass-like clumps of foliage in- 
creasing in size but needing 
no division until they become 
unsightly and overgrown. Sun 
is the preference, with regular 
water and soil that is not too 
yich. Where soil is too rich and 
food too plentiful, kniphofias 
develop lush foliage but very 
few flowers.
